19 Governorships 
Go To Democrats 
For 27-21 Lineup 

Democrats won control of '.ho 
next Congress in Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tions—the House by 29 seats and 
the Senate by one seat. 

In the off-year balloting. Dem¬ 
ocrats unseated Republican Sen¬ 
ators in five states—Kentucky, 
Michigan, Nevada, Wyoming and 
Oregon. Republicans unseated 
Democrats in four states—Colo¬ 
rado, Iowa, Ohio and New Jer¬ 
sey. The new Senate lineup will 
be 48 Democrats, 47 Republican.^ 
and 1 Independent (Morris of 
Washington who has announced 
he will vote with the Demerits 
in organizing the Senate). 

Democrats unseated 22 Repub¬ 
lican House members and lost 
5 for a net gain of 17. The new 
House lineup will be 232 Demo¬ 
crats and 203 Republicans. The 
previous lineup had been 218 Re¬ 
publicans and 212 Democrats, 
with 3 vacancies. 

And Democrats elected 19 Gov¬ 
ernors which, added to the 8 
holdovers, gives them governors 
In 27 state houses. The previous 
lineup had been 19 Democrats 
and 29 Republicans. 

Democrats ousted Republican 
governors in the mighty New 
York and Pennsylvania, in Ari¬ 
zona, Colorado, Cionnecticut, Min¬ 
nesota, Maine. New Mexico, and 
Wyoming. 

Control of the Senate awaited 
the final count In sea-saw con¬ 
tests in Oregon and New Jersey, 
■nte Democrat finally won in 
Oregon and the Republican in 
New Jersey. 

The Democrats needed only to 
win in one of the see-saw con¬ 
tests plus the promised support 
of Oregon’s Independent Wayne

He may also have been too 
vigorous, he said, when he stated 
that Democratic control of Con¬ 
gress would produce a Cold War 
of partisan politics. 

If the terms were too strong, 
he said, he regretted its use. 

Still on the road to winning 
friends among the House Demo¬ 
crats. the President likewise sof¬ 
tened his campaign charge that 
it would be difficult to work 
with the members of that party 
who would take over the various 
committee chairmanships. 

Sam Rayburn, who will be the 
new Speaker of the House, de¬ 
clared from his home in Texas 
that Democrats would not .show 
the same "hate for Eisenhower' 
that Republicans did for F. D. R. 
and Truman,’’ adding that he 
would work with the President 
on policies' for the good of the 
nation and against him when he 
thought the President was wrong. 

Eisenhower had made last- 
minute airplane trips into four 
states last Friday to campaign for 
Republican Senators in Kentucky 
and Deleware and Republican 
Governors in Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut—and Democrats won 
all of the contests.
